The UMass Lowell 
Emergency Medical Technician 
(E.M.T.) Society was established 
in 1986, thanks to a former stu¬ 
dent of the University and advisor 
Dr. David Eberiel. The society is 
staffed by certified Emergency 
Medical Technicians who under¬ 
go extensive training which 
requires time, money and com¬ 
passion. This club provides twen¬ 
ty-four hour, seven days a week, 
emergency care to the University 
throughout the school year. 
Members work a minimum of 
thirty-two hours a week earning a 
small stipend of approximately 
S.53 an hour or seventeen dollars 
a week. 

During an emergency situa¬ 
tion, time is crucial and could be 
a determinant factor as to whether 
a person lives or dies. Fortunately 
this situation does not arise often 
on this college campus, but if and 


when it does, the student body 
deserves the quickest and most 
reliable medical care. UMass 
Lowell Emergency Medical 
Service (E.M.S.) routinely arrives 
5-10 minutes ahead of Trinity 
Ambulance. They provided pro¬ 
fessional quality service and con¬ 
tinuing treatment for victims on 
route to the hospital. The club 
answers almost 200 calls a year, 
ranging in severity from minor 
cuts and drunken’ fools, to 
assaults with weapons, attempted 
suicides and drug overdoses. The 
public is unaware of most of the 
calls received on campus because 
they usually do not appear under 
the police log or receive much 
attention. Their services remain 
unrecognized and the University 
classifies this “club” amongst the 
snow boarding and the magik 
club. 

To some, it does not seem 
logical that tuition dollars are 
spent on such services as the 
escort service, sign-ins. Parking 


enforcement Aides, and campus 
guides, but not on an Emergency 
Medical Service. As Vice 
President Mike Hoiriis of the 
UMass E.M.S. points out, “We 
do not see our value as more 
important than these other ser¬ 
vices, but it just does not seem 
fair that their wages are so much 
higher, especially considering our 
prior schooling.” After speaking 
with different members of 
E.M.S., it is clear that they specif¬ 
ically do their Job because they 
care. Many students can 
empathize with a person in a tight 
money situation, because many 
are in this same struggle.

College Town Relieved By Rolling Plea

GAINESVILLE, Fla. - Relief 
was enormous among students 
and administrators at the 
University of Florida when a 
Louisiana drifter abruptly plead¬ 
ed guilty to the 1990 murders of 
five college students just as his 
trial was scheduled to begin. 

“Our community, the fami¬ 
lies and so many others have 
lived with the uncertainty sur¬ 
rounding these terrible events for 
three years. We are relieved that 
our legal system has answered, 
with certainty, the question of 
who committed these crimes,” 
University President John 
Lombardi said. 

But Lombardi also somber¬ 
ly noted that things will never be 
the same on the picturesque 
North Rorida campus. 

“The loss of these five won¬ 
derful young people will always 
be a part of our institutional and 
individual memories,” Lombardi 
said. “It will remain a constant 
reminder of the fragility of life.” 

Danny Harold Rolling, 39, 
stunned courtroom spectators 
Feb. 15, including the victims’ 
family members, when he plead¬ 
ed guilty to five counts of first- 
degree murder, three counts of 
sexual battery and three counts of 
armed burglary.

The Independent Florida 
Alligator published a special 
afternoon edition with the news 
about Rolling’s plea. 

In the next phase, a jury 
will decide whether Rolling will 
face the electric chair or life in 
prison for the slayings of 
Christina Powell, 17; Sonja 
Larson, 18; Tracy Paules, 23, 
Manuel Taboada, 23 all 
University of Florida students ; 
and Christa Hoyt, 18, a student at 
Santa Fe Community College 

Defense attorneys said 
Rolling had decided in late 
January that confessing to the 
crimes was “the right thing to 
do.” The Fe. 15 admission to the 
charges was not part of a plea- 
bargain arrangement. The prose¬ 
cution still intends to seek the 
death penalty, although defense 
lawyers say they plan to demon¬ 
strate that Rolling was mentally 
ill at the time of the killings. 

Students seemed relieved 
by the plea. Many were fresh¬ 
men or sophomores when the ser¬ 
ial killings were discovered over 
the course of three days. Some 
local residents had expressed 
doubts whether police had cap¬ 
tured the real killer when Rolling 
was arrested.

24-year-old law student, told The 
Orlando Sentinel. 

A former UF student, 
Edward Humphrey, originally 
was a prime suspect in the 
killings, although he was later 
dismissed. Humphrey, who suf¬ 
fers from manic depression, had 
gone off his medication and was 
arrested as a result of his bizarre 
behavior. While in custody, he 
gave investigators rambling, 
incoherent statements that made 
them suspect he had something to 
do with the murders. 

It was not until four months 
later that Rolling was linked to 
the murders through DNA testing 
after he was arrested in connec¬ 
tion with a robbery spree in West 
Rorida. Blood and semen found 
at the Gainesville crime scenes 
matched Rolling 

s genetic blueprint. Other evi¬ 
dence was discovered at a 
makeshift camp in the woods 
where Rolling had been living. 

According to prosecutors. 
Rolling may have spotted at three 
of his female victims in advance - 
two while they were buying mer¬ 
chandise at a Wal-Mart store and 
one who was buying ice cream at 
a convenience store - and fol¬ 
lowed them home to their apart¬ 
ments, where they were raped, 
murdered and mutilated. 

Rolling also was wanted in 
Shreveport, La., for the attempted 
murder of his father and remains 
a mtspeci in three ocher murders

was in stalled in 1972 and was 
“two years overdue in its life 
expectancy.” Another reason for 
the change is that the administra¬ 
tion, about seven or eight years 
ago, wanted the space that the 
studios are now in and they 
couldn’t have it while the old 
transmitter was there.

WASHINGTON - Young women 
don’t get their fair share of 
National Merit Scholarships 
because the awards are based on 
tests that are biased against them, 
charges a lawsuit filed by the 
American Civil Liberties Union. 

The Women’s Rights Project 
of the ACLU filed a complaint 
Feb. 15 on behalf of the National 
Center for Fair & Open Testing, a 
Massachusetts-based group criti¬ 
cal of standardized testing, with 
the U.S. Department of 
Education’s Office for Civil 
Rights. 

The suit charges the 


Educational Testing Service and 
the College Entrance Examination 
Board with violating law that bars 
recipients of federal funds from 
discriminating on the basis of sex. 
The College Board sponsors the 
Preliminary Scholastic Aptitude 
Test/National Merit Scholarship 
Qualifying Test, and the ETS 
administers it. Both groups 
receive federal funds. About $25 
million in tuition aid is awarded 
every year through the National 
Merit Scholarships. 

According to FairTest, more 
than three fifths of National Merit 
Scholarships go to boys because 
they score higher on the 
PSAT/NMSQT, even though girls 


earn better grades in both high 
school and college when matched 
for the same academic courses. 

“Federal intervention is 
needed to ensure that girls get a 
fair shot at these valuable scholar¬ 
ships,” said FairTest Executive 
Cinthia Schuman. “Even the test- 
makers; own research admits that 
the test underpredicts the perfor¬ 
mance of females and overpredicts 
the performance of males. For 
year, ETS, the College Board and 
national Merit have stonewalled 
well-documented protests from 
women’s groups, civil rights 
activists and academic experts.”

Here is a partial listing of things you can do with the VAX. It is by no 
meanscomplete! Just remember, if you don’t know how to use some¬ 
thing, get help...either by asking the computer, or by asking the person 
sitting next to you. The key thing to remember is, know what you want 
to do. Knowing how to do it comes later. 


Help on using this help. 

Whenever you see anything in bold letters, it is a 
command that you can type in. All commands 
require a space between them (so the VAX can tell 
things apart). After typing a command, press the 
<retum> key (this lets the VAX know that you want 
it to do something). Whenever you see something 
surrounded by o‘s it is a button on the keyboard 
that must be pressed, not a command to be typ^.

Reading the Newsgroups. 

This is by far the best way for a new user to find out how to do new things. There are newsgroups 
for over 2,000 different topics (2,491 at last count). The topics range from how to use internet, to 
how to give back rubs. There’s always something new in the newsgroups. So much, in fact, that no | 
one person could ever read all of it. 

Getting into the newsgroups 

At a $ prompt, type news. After you connect, use the cursor keys to scroll up and down, and return 
to enter a group. Once in a group, use the cursor keys to 
scroll to an interesting posting, then press <return> to read 
it. After reading the posting, type dir [4 on the keypad] to 
see the listing of postings again, or dir/all [+ on the keypad] 
to see the listing of newsgroups. If you want to read the 
next posting. Just press <return>. To exit out of news, type 
exit. This will return you to your $ prompt. 


Using gopher to access information. 

Gopher is a program that hooks on to other schools, companies, I 
countries, and government departments. When gopher hooks up to a 
source of informantion, it is called connecting to an internet site. 
Once connected, use the cursor keys to scroll up and down the menu, 
and the <return> key to select. To go up a menu, press the u key. 
To use gopher, type gopher at a $ prompt. For online help, press the | 
? key at any time. 

To hook up to gopher sites across the world, select the appropriate I 
number on the first menu. To access gopher sites you know the name | 
of, type gopher iiaine.of.site at a $ prompt.

Sex, Lies and Tabulated Surveys 

WASHINGTON - College men are five to seven times as likely as women to 
lie in order to have sex, according to a recent survey on dishonesty in dating. 

“It would appear that lying in order to have sex is more a male than a female 
behavior,” the article in the Journal of American College Health concluded. 

The survey of 171 male and female students was conducted in January 1991 at 
the University of Minnesota. The researchers, instructor James Rothenberger and 
graduate student Michael Stebleton, said they found the results disturbing for several 
reasons, one being that more monogamous men and women admitted to lying than 
nonmonogamous sexual partners. That could be the result of the size of the sample 
or a misunderstanding of the term “monogamous.” 

“It might also mean that, as monogamy becomes the only acceptable alternative 
in a ‘safe-sex’ world, we will see an increase in lying behavior,” the researchers 
wrote. “Just as the Victorians claimed to have low rates of sexual activity but, in 
reality, rates of sexual activity remained constant, so today more people may identify 
themselves as monogamous when, in actuality, they may be sexually active outside 
of their primary relationship.” 

Among those who identified themselves as monogamous, 33.3 percent of the 
men answered “yes” to the question, “Have you ever told a lie in order to have 
sex?,” while 6.8 percent of the women answered affirmatively. Yet only 22.2 percent 
of the nonmonogamous men and 3.3 percent of the women answered “yes.” 

On the other hand, women seemed more ready to believe that they were being 
lied to for sexual purposes than men. The survey showed that 43.2 percent of the 
monogamous women believed they had been lied to, compared with 36.4 percent of 
nonmonogamous men, while 56.7 percent of nonmonogamous women thought they 
had been lied to, compared with 22.2 percent of nonmonogamous men. 

The results also are unsettling because of the potential consequences of lying if 
a partner is infected with HIV or another sexually transmitted disease. “In an era 
when diseases surrounding sexual activity have profound implications, all of us need 
to be aware that neither love nor hormonal activity is a shield against dishonesty,” 
the researchers wrote. 

Black Grads Seek Role Models 

CARBONDALE, 111. - Marwin Spiller said he experienced “major culture 
shock” when he moved from Chicago’s South Side to rural Southern Illinois 
University at Carbondale to pursue a doctorate in sociology. 

Particularly distressing was the lack of black professors as role models. 

“There are so few black students or professors in graduate school. It’s even 


more extreme than at the undergraduate level,” said Spiller, who is president of the 
National Black Graduate Student Association (NBGSA). 

Spiller, whose doctoral studies focus on racism in criminal Justice and urban 
housing, is enrolled in a department that has no black faculty and only two other 
blacks pursuing advanced degrees. 

“Studies have shown that many African-American graduate students don't 
complete their studies, and I’m convinced it isn’t due to difficult or demanding acad¬ 
emic programs,” Spiller said. “It’s because of non-supportive and alienating academ¬ 
ic environments.” 

The NBGSA seeks to reverse this trend, linking 1,500 black student members 
from all academic disciplines to intellectual circles and communications networks 
nationwide, Spiller said. 

“The association tries to establish a community among black graduate students, 
to share research ideas among each other and relax in a comfortable atmosphere 
where ideas are received and new ideas formulated,” he says. 

The NBGSA will hold its annual conference May 18-22 at Mississippi State 
University in Starkville, Miss. The organization also fosters a feeling of belonging 
through a biannual newsletter, and members communicate through the African- 
American Student Network, a discussion network on BITNET, an international com¬ 
puter network. 

Naked Man Gets No Laughs 

GAINESVILLE, Fla. - Twenty years ago, students and professors erupted in 
laughter when streakers dashed in and out of classrooms. 

Times have changed. 

Several faculty members from the College of Journalism and Communication 
expressed outrage after a naked man burst into an advertising classroom, loudly 
identified himself as “Batman” and beat a hasty retreat, the Independent Florida alli¬ 
gator reported. 

Professor Sallie Middlebrook, who was teaching the class, said she didn’t 
appreciate the interruption. 

“He spread his arms and legs and said, ‘Batman,’” Middlebrook said. “I was 
standing there in awe.” 

Middlebrook said she locked the door after the slender male with light-brown 
hair left the room. “I can see the humor (in the situation),” she said, “but to me it’s 
not funny.” Streaking is not as innocent an activity as it once was. “You don’t 
know what motivates that,” she said. “Times have changed so much.” 

Meanwhile, Journalism Dean Ralph Lowenstein said he found the incident 
“absolutely disgusting.” 

“I believe if the person can be found he ought to be prosecuted,” he said.

If you can laugh at a come¬ 
dian without having to think 
about his jokes, he's funny. If the 
comedian can't finish his story 
because he’s already laughing at 
the punchline that the audience 
doesn't yet know, then he’s veiy 
funny. When he can stereotype a 
waitress at the International 
House of Pancakes and the audi¬ 
ence knows exactly who he’s 
talking about, that is talent. 
Anthony Clark made people 
laugh until it hurt with descrip¬ 
tions of his sister, grandmother, 
and an air stewardess. Clarks 
show kicked off the Universities 
not so successful “Madi Gras” 
week this past Monday night. 

If you were fortunate 
enough to make the Clark show, 
you were one of the fortunate 
and well informed. Clark remains 
as one of the few stand up come¬ 
dians that actually earns his liv¬ 
ing by making people genuinely 
laugh. Talking about your family 
has been done for years by stand- 
up comics and the only time it 
truly works is when the delivery 
is funny. Clarks effeminate 
impersonations combined with 


his native Virginan accent makes 
him a natural comedian. His 
effortlessness comes through 
when he’s laughing as much as 
the audience is. Many comedians 
that share the same stage as Clark 
depend too much on the material 
itself. When people have to think 
too much about any given joke it 
looses its spontanaiety. 

The strongest part and the 
core of Clark’s act is his imper¬ 
sonations.

The Lost 
Continent- 
Bill Bryson

This is the funniest book 1 have read 
since Joe Keenan’s PUTTING ON THE 
RITZ, and the funniest non-fiction book 
since I don’t know when. Bryson, a native 
Iowan now living in England, returns to 
America to tour its small towns and its big 
cities. Covering 38,000 miles and 
thirty-eight states, Bryson reminisces about 
his childhood (his father would go only to 
free vacation attractions, and stopped at 
every historical marker), the transition of 
small-town America into strip malls, and 
his quest for a baseball cap with a plastic 
turd on the brim. 

As with most humor books, a sample 
is the best recommendation:”Nevada has 


the highest crime rate of any state, the 
highest raperate, the second highest violent 
crime rate, the highest highway fatality 
rate, the second highest rate of gonorrhea, 
and the highest proportion of transients. . 

It has more prostitutes than any other state 
in America. It has a long history of corrup¬ 
tion and strong links with organized crime. 
And its most popular entertainer is Wayne 
Newton. So you may understand why I 
crossed the border from Utah with a certain 
disquiet.” (Particularly since he also says 
that Utah is the only place on the face of 
the earth where Mormons will not come up 
to you and try to convert you—because 
they figure everyone in Utah already is 
one.) 

Though Bryson loves to attack the 
mediocre, he is also ready to praise the 
praiseworthy, be it a town or a meal or an 
attitude. I highly recommend this nostal¬ 
gic, funny, and thoroughly enjoyable trav¬ 
elogue. 


Indians R US: 

Culture and 
Genocide in Native 
North America- 
Ward Churchill

This is Ward’s latest collection of 
essays written over the past few years. He 
writes about Columbus Day (specifically, 
how Columbus Day is actually a celebra¬ 
tion of Genocide); Sports Team Mascots 
(and how we should be “honoring” all eth¬ 
nic groups in the US the same way we’re 
honoring Native Americans); The Men’s 
Movement and how it randomly ‘borrows’ 
spiritual rituals and beliefs from any and all 
cultures; A review and analysis of Jerry 
Mander’s book. In the Absence of the 
Sacred, and how despite Mander’s good 
intentions, there are very few native voices 
in his book, just more ‘Euro-Americans 
who know what’s best for the Natives’. 

Ward Churchill is a co-director of 
Colorado AIM, a spokesperson for the 
Leonard Peltier Defense Committee, and 
an associate professor of American Indian 
Studies and Communications at University 
of Colorado/Boulder. He writes with both 
anger and humor, making me laugh even as 
I squirmed when I caught myself being 
described as one of those ‘well-intentioned’ 
Euro-Americans who think I know what’s 
best for Native Americans. Each chapter is 
followed by footnotes, which have the 
effect of enlarging one’s moods.

It took a considerable 
amount of time for me to decide 
whether Shawn Ward’s letter in 
the February 22 edition of The 
Connector is a joke or an honest 
attempt at being as ignorant as 
possible. Either way, this back¬ 
ward display reflects poorly on 
the Student Government Associa¬ 
tion and on the university. It was 
also a struggle to decide if such a 
farce merits a response, and per¬ 
haps it doesn’t, but this foul 
example of audacity and arro¬ 
gance should not go unnoticed. 
Ignoring it would be the same as 
agreeing w ith it. 

For starters, Shawn’s feeble 
attempt at wit by substituting 
“left-wing Wacos’’ for “left-wing 
wackos” might have worked, had 
it made sense. What liberals are 
going to be fanatical about reli¬ 
gion, much less be violent about 
it? They’re pansies, remember, 
and not war-loving, as he so elo¬ 
quently pointed out. Is Shawn 
even this clever? Perhaps this pun 
is merely a typographical error. 
That would be a shame, as the 
pun is the only element that, how¬ 
ever inappropriate, gives his rant¬ 
ing any depth. 

As for his offensive use of 
the word “pansy”, people who

resort to an ad hominem argument 
usually do so in order to compen¬ 
sate for some shortcoming in 
themselves. These kinds of unso¬ 
licited sweeping statements lead 
the reader to wonder what inade¬ 
quacy Shawn is covering for. 

What is Shawn’s concept of 
liberalism? He never really says. 
If he thinks Jeff Nazzaro, a fairly 
moderate guy in my estimation, is 
the epitome of liberal thinking, he 
must come from the Rush Lim- 
baugh school of Fascism. His call¬ 
ing Jeff a pansy is an effective 
example of an uneducated person¬ 
al affront, which makes for poor 
ai^uing. A peeve he has with any 
individual should be taken care of 
privately—there is no need to 
slander an innocent person.

Hi folks! I seem to be get¬ 
ting some response to my propos¬ 
al to ban smoking in the cafeterias 
now. So, I thought I’d write anoth¬ 
er article. 

Second-hand smoke is an 
irritant and harmful to your health. 
I can remember last year when I 
went to a Suzanne Vega concert at 
the Avalon night club that it was 
very smoky in there but there 
wasn’t a whole helluva lot I could 
do about it. After the concert my 
throat was very sore and irritated. 
And the next couple of days, I 
walked around with a nasty sore 
throat. It’s* not very pleasant. Per¬ 
haps you have had similar stories? 
I ask you, “Is the cost of seeing 
;your favorite singer, tolerating an 
allergic reaction to second-hand 
smoke?” In a like manner, usually 
the cost of eating in the cafeteria 
or playing a ping pong or pool 
game in McGauvran Student 
Union is breathing in irritating and 
dangerous second-hand smoke. 

Most public places do not 
have adequate ventilation to 
accommodate smokers & non- 
smokers. This University is no 
exception. It would take VERY 
costly equipment to achieve this 
task. If people smoke inside a 
building, it will enter the air & 
spread to all areas (Students of 
science know this as an example 
of the law of concentration gradi¬ 
ents. Gases will automatically 
move from an area of higher to 
lower concentrations). 

Because 2nd-hand or aide 
stream smoke is dispersed by the 
air, nonsmokers inhale less poison 
than smokers do (tobacco smoke 
is a Class A carcinogen according 
to the EPA). But, the nonsmoker 
is still at risk from exposure to 
2nd-hand smoke and the main¬ 


stream smoke that the smoker 
exhales. What, do you ask, is the 
nonsmokers at risk for? They are 
at risk for: 

1. Allergies and suppression 
of the immune system. 

2. Chronic bronchitis & pul¬ 
monary emphysema. 

3. Cancer of the pancreas, 
bladder, esophagus, mouth, 
larynx and/or lungs. 

4. Coronary heart disease. 

5. Shortened life expectancy 
(Core Concepts in Health. Insel. 
91)And also, 3,000 NON-smokers 
in this country will get lung can¬ 
cer and 3,000 NON-smokers will 
DIE because of passive smoking. 

Also, another unpleasant 
side effect of smoking for non- 
smokers is tobacco odor. Have 
you ever gone to a party where 
people were smoking and noticed 
later, or even the next day, a 
strong odor of tobacco in your 
clothes and hair? Smoke is strong¬ 
ly attracted to our bodies. (Now 
I’m gonna get a bit technical 
*sign*) Burning tobacco smoke 
causes a high electrical potential, 
while our bodies, mostly filled 
with water, have a low electrical 
potential. Remember the law of 
concentration gradients? *Smile* 
What this means is that smoke in 
a room will be attracted and stick 
tenaciously to you, like iron fil¬ 
ings are attracted to a magnet. 
What causes the smell is the 
ketones and aldehydes in tobacco 
smoke, and the tar, also from the 
smoke, causes these chemicals to 
adhere to you. Smokers may not 
be able to detect these odors 
because smoke destroys the inner 
lining of the nose. Pleasant, huh? 
Studies have shown that the 
smoke contamination can be so 
intense that air conditioning sys¬ 


tems can work harder by as much 
as 600% to control the smell. 
(Insel, 91) And that can be expen¬ 
sive. 

What I found surprising 
researching this is that studies 
have found that the levels of car¬ 
bon monoxide (a poison from 
tobacco smoke) in rooms where 
people smoke can be higher than 
those allowed by the Federal Air 
Quality Standards for outside air! 
What kind of country is this? I see 
a large discrepancy between what 
ought to be done and what is 
being done. That’s life, 1 guess? 

Anyway, it is clear that pas¬ 
sive smoking is irritating and dele¬ 
terious to your health. So I ask the 
smokers to think about others 
before they light up next time in 
the cafeterias, student unions, and 
the halls of North Campus. And 
nonsmokers, please tell your 
smoking friends to refrain from 
smoking around you and in public 
places. It may take awhile before a 
law is passed to ban smoking at 
this University but in the interim I 
encourage you to discuss this 
issue amongst your friends and 
colleagues. Smokers, are you will¬ 
ing to go outside for a few min¬ 
utes to smoke in order to support 
clean, non irritating air inside for 
nonsmokers? It will make non- 
smokers VERY Happy *smile*:) 
You want to quit smoking, don’t 
you smokers? One survey 
revealed that 92% of all smokers 
say they would like to quit. 

Many strong emotions can 
arise from this issue. An official 
petition banning smoking may be 
coming around shortly. 500 or 
more signatures would be benefi¬ 
cial in seeing that this comes 
about.

Wildcats rip lackluster Chiefs for ten goals and two W's

CHIEFS vs. UNH: 

The Chiefs went into 
the weekend looking to clinch 
second place and keep the pres¬ 
sure on league-leader Boston 
University for the regular sea¬ 
son crown. Instead, the Chiefs 
dropped two games to the 
University of New Hampshire 
Wildcats and B.U. became just 
the third team in HOCKEY 
EAST history to win the regular 
season title. 

Playing their final 
game at venerable Snively 
Arena on Friday, the Chiefs 
came out listless against the 
suddenly rejuvenated Wildcats 
(3-0-1 in their last four). UNH 
broke a scoreless tie with two 
goals in the last five minutes of 
the first period to take a 2-0 
lead. After senior RW Normand 
Bazin got the Chiefs on the 
board at 7:14 of the second 
period with his 13th goal of the 
season, the Wildcats scored four 
unanswered goals before the 
end of the period to take a 6-1 
lead into the locker room after 
two periods. 

Junior C Eric Brown 
scored an unassisted shorthand¬ 
ed goal and junior D Paul Botto 
scored his first career goal in 
the third period for the 6-3 final 
score. 

The next night, the 
Chiefs fell behind again as the 
Wildcats got the only goal of 
the first period. Bazin tied the 
game with a powerplay goal at 
15:29 of the second period, but 


the Wildcats regained the lead 
49 seconds later when Jason 
Dexter scored his second goal 
of the game. Senior RW/C 
Mike Murray tied the contest in 
the final minute of the period 
with a powerplay goal. 

The Wildcats got the 
only scores in the third period 
as Eric Boguniecki got the 
game winner at 7:25 and Mike 
Sullivan added an empty net 
goal at 19:25 for a 4-2 final 
score. 

CHIEFS CHATTER: Senior 
right wing Normand Bazin con¬ 
tinued his red-hot scoring net¬ 
ting a goal in each game against 
UNH. He now has 11 goals in 
his last 12 games...Twenty-year 
old senior center Ian Hebert 
needs four points to reach 100 
for his career...Freshman sensa¬ 
tion Greg Bullock had his II- 
game scoring streak snapped at 
UNH on Friday. When he failed 
to gamer a point in Saturday’s 
game, it was the first time all 
season that he failed to score a 
point in consecutive 
games...Junior forward Eric 
Brown became the eighth UML 
player this season to tally a 
shorthanded goal when he lit 
the lamp at UNH. The goal 
snapped an eight-game point¬ 
less drought for Brown...Junior 
defenseman Paul Botto scored 
the first goal of his UML career 
at UNH...The Chiefs failed to 
gain any points in the HOCK¬ 
EY EAST standings for the first 
time all season when they were 
swept by UNH. It was the first 
time UML failed to earn a point 


in a weekend series since Feb. 
5-6, 1993 when Maine swept 
the Chiefs...The Chiefs finished 
their regular season home 
schedule with a 10-2-3 
record...The Chiefs have scored 
the game’s first goal just 13 
times in 33 contests. In those 13 
games, the Chiefs are 10-1-2 
compared to an 8-7-5 records in 
the other 20 games...The Chiefs 
had their third largest Division 
One crowd for the UNH game 
on Saturday as 2,586 fans came 
through the doors. This season, 
the Chiefs have drawn their sec¬ 
ond and third largest crowds 
since moving to Division One 
in 1983...For the 12 regular sea¬ 
son home HOCKEY EAST 
games the Chiefs drew 23,393 
fans, an average of 1,949 fans 
per game. Overall, the Chiefs 
averaged 1,817 for their 15 
home games, an increase of 270 
fans per game over last season.
